Twin Cities. 
Meade county contains 3.491 square 
miles of territory. 
Armstrong county reports having 
done its mite in the statewide get-out- 
the-vote campaign, and anticipated a 
recon! ballot, although all it had to 
do was return Mi votes from its sin­ 
gle precinct. 
Prior to this year the county had 
never mustered more than 18 votes 
and these were culled from an uncer­ 
tain population which numbered f*4 
persons in the last census.
